And though our Licturgie be not 1n Latine, yet order is taken 
by confuſedneſſe of voices, fome ſqueaking,ſfome blating,ſome 
roringand thundring with a multicude of melodious inſtru- 
ments, thatthe greateſt part of the feruice is no better vnder- 
Nood,then if it were in Hebrew or Iriſh. 

Nay,the Sacrament it ſelfe is well nigh turned into a thea- 
tricall ſtage-play, that when mens mindes ſhould be occupied 
about heauenly meditations ofChriſts bitter death and paſſion, 

. of their owne ſinne, of faith and repentance, of the joyes of 
Heauen,and the torments of Hell, at that very ſeaſon very vn- 
. ſeaſonably, their earcs are poſſc{t with pleaſant tunes, and 
their eyes ted with pompous ſpectacles of gliſtring pictures,

Neither mult the Table be placed along from north to ſouth ,as 
the Altar is ſet, but from ealt to welt,as the cultome is of all refors 
med Churches:otherwiſe,the minitter-cannot ſtand at the north fide, 
there being neither fide toward the north. And I trow there are but 
two ſides of a long table,and two ends : make it ſquare, and then ic 
will haue foure fdes,and no cnd,or foure ends,and no ſide,at which 
any Miniſter can fland to celebrate. I confeſſe,it is not material, 
which way a man turne his face, when he Miniſters, and praycth, if 
it be left as a thing indifferent, without ſuperſtition. As S. Auguſtine | 
faith, Cam quis querit orare,collocat membra ficut £1 eccarit : when =_ 
any man goes aboxt topray he pleaſeth his body,as eccaſion ſerueth, 
And S. Paul exorteth euery man to lift vp pure hands, whether to- 
ward the eaſt,or welt,it makes no matter, Yc<ct indeed, it is more 
dangerous to pray toward the eaſi,becauſe the Idolatrous Heathen 
which worſhipcd the Sun rifing,did ſo. And it was the cuſtome of 
the Iewes,to pray weſtward, lelt they ſhould be entifed,to worſhip 
the Orientall Snnne, as the Heathen did, Which God himlſelfe in 
the $.cha.of Ezech.1 6,v.recknocth among the abominations of the 
idolatrous Iſraelites, who turning their.backs toward the Temple, 
werſhipped the Sunne-toward the caſt. Byrthe Tewes,faith, Bellar- 
mine which ſerued the Lord prayed taward the weſt : Therefore Chri« 
Rians muſt eurnethem coward the caſt. Abolde reaſon: The Iewes 
did well in auoidiog all occaſion of Idolatry,ynto which the yulgar 
ſort is too pronetas appeareth by the people of this place, how ſoone 
learned they cobow doywne to the Alcar,and worſhip'it, The Iewes' 
I ſay did well,therefore may Chriſtians doe ill,m imitating the ido+» 
latrous Gentiles,in the fooliſh, popith, ſuperſtitious obſeruations ,of 
turning their faces eaſtward when they, pray.
